in jeaſt., Where note, that divine Plato 
who declares againſt Hypocrifie, and calls 
it the greateſt injuſtice to appeare juſt, and 
not to be ſo, approves notwithſtanding of 
this di/ſezzbled Philoſophy , by which the 
vulgar (while they laughatfo#y made ri- 
diculous by a Satyr ) are cozened into 
wiſdome. 

Now if (with Plato) you confelle Jx+ 
venal to be a Philoſopher, Thope I fball pre- 
vaile with you to allow him to be a little 
obſcure,at leaſt in Termes of Art; yet indeed, 
ifhe be not cleere even in the moſt ym 
teſt places, you ſhall blame your ſelves, 
for not peruling my Annotations, to which 
you are directed. Andto incourage you 
rotake thar paines, let meaſſure you, he 
writes no idle word, but ſuch as will re- 
compence your ſearch, with thTknow- 
ledge of ſome ancient Ceremony, Law or 
Hiſtory. But leaſt you thinke I have 
enils 191 praifing him , or that affe@ion 
ſwaye3 me, I come now (according to 
promiſe) to quote xnqueſt ionable judge- 
ments upon Juvenal. 

Firſt his Tutour 9uintilian , in the 
tenth Booke ofhis Inſtitutions, ſpeaking 
of Satyriſts, admires Lucilizs, praiſes

Horace, honours Perſeww, then addes3 
But, after all theſe we have Juvenal. A 
oreater elegancy than this, Tobſerve not 
in all the workes of that great Khetorick- 
aſter, wherewith he marſhals his Scho- 
lar then living, in his. true place amon 
the Satyriſts, that's, /aſt intime, and fir/ 
in merit. Jxlizs Ceſar 8caliger goes far- 
ther yet, and ſpeakes more plainely; Per- 
Y /e-- (ſaics he) writes an affeFed ſtile, and 
is phantaſticall , boaſting an agniſh kinde* 
of learning, all things oy negleFed, and 
being deſirows to be read, was yet unwilling 
to be underſtood, though xow we under- 
ſtand him to a ſyllable, Whereas on the 
contrary, Juvenal is neate and clear and abſo= 
lutelythe Prince of Satyriſts;@&/oexa@ in all 
he writes, that nothing is liable to the cenſure 
of the Criticks. Then comparing him with 
Horace, heca#s Horace a Jeerer, conten- 
ted with the title Sermonum, of Diſcourſes; 
7nſerting ſome looſe ſentences i» common 
talke, yet ſtudied; not regarding his verſe, 
but ſo he ſpeake pure Latin, his care's taken. 
Whereas in Juvenal, all things are quite con- 
trary, he is furious, he aſſaults and kils. His 
ile is extreamely handſome,in which together 
with the Roman purity, he hath the happines 
of excellent connexions. His verle is farre a> 
bove Horace, his ſentences ſharper , and he

ſpeakes things more to the life. At lai the 


great Scaliger concludes, that Juvenal ir tobe 
prefer dbefore Horace by as many degrees, as 
Horace * to be prefer d before Lucilius. 
Which reaſons of 8caliger, I.Lipfias con- 
firmes with'theſe additzonals. Who can be 
diſpldaſed (ſaies Lipſows) to ſee Juvenal pre- 
fer d before Horace by Scaliger the Father £ 
who in my opinion, among the many elegans 
judgements be hath given, never pronounced 
a greater truth ;, certainely he paſſes a juſt ſen- 
tence upon Tuvenal. 7s heate, in height, 
and liberty (which is of the eſſence of a Satyr) 
he goes beyond Hoxace; He touches wice to the 
quicke, reproves, cries out upon it - now 
and then he makes us laugh, but very often 
mixes bitter ſtinging jeſts. And writing 
to M. Muret, Lypſizs tels him, that in rea- 
ding Juvenal publiquely, he did well and ſea- 
ſonably, for ſnre if any times ever needed x 
Satyr, ours doe;, and in Satyr, none ſs fit to 
refifie manners as Juvenal. After theſe 
learned Criticks, it would be preſumption 
for me to ſpeake more of Iuveral; onely 
this, I have for my Country's ſake taught 
him our Language, which if you allow 
him to ſpeake intelligtbly and profitably, 
you may pleaſe to naturalize him by your
